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all  dangers,  and  place  it  beyond  the  rage  of  men,  or 
fury  of  tyrants. — We  also  at  this  day  partake  of  the 
blessed  effects  of  this  great  benefit ;  we  share  in  the 
joys  of  the  apostles,  and  experience  the  influei.ee  of 
that  Divine  Spirit.  By  this  they  were  enabled  to  con¬ 
vey  to  us  infallibly  the  Christian  religion,  and  found  a 
church,  of  which,  to  be  members  we  esteem  our  great¬ 
est  happiness.  By  this  Spirit  we  are  united  to  the 
body  of  the  church,  to  Christ  our  head,  and  to  one 
another.  By  this  we  are  excited  tp  virtue  and  the 
practice  of  our  duty,  are  assisted  in  the  search  of 
truth,  are  comforted  in  afflictions,  and  upheld  in  dan¬ 
gers.  This  Spirit  our  Savior  promised,  (John  xiv. 
16.)  should  abide  with  us  foret'er ;  not  in  that  mea¬ 
sure  indeed  and  abundance  which  was  conferred  on  the 
apostles,  but  according  to  the  proportion  of  our  neces¬ 
sities;  and  the  improvement  of  that  present  portion, 
which  is  already  conferred  on  us — Henry  WlMrton. 


blood.  The  Holy  Spirit  draws  you  secretly  to  kneel 
before  it ;  and  the  promise  when  there  js,  open  your 
mouth  wide,  and  1  will  fill  it.”  What  an  honor  to 
approach  the  King  of  kings !  Were  we  to  have  an 
audience  with  an  earthly  monarch,  we  should  deem  it 
an  era  in  onr  history,  and  boast  of  it  through  life. 
But  you  and  I  and  others,  may  have  an  audience  with 
the  King  of  the  universe.  Nay,  we  have  liberty  to  ap- 

t roach  him  at  any  time  and  under  any  circumstances, 
lave  we  wants  1  He  can  supply  them.  Are  w«  in 
trouble  1  He  can  extricate  us.  Do  afflictions  press 
our  souls!  He  can  mitigate  and  remove  them. — 
rs  I  W'ith  him  is  the  fountain 
tan  vex  our  souls  !  He  invites 
refuge.  All  relief  and  every 
■Newton. 


Such  has  been  the  success  of  his  labors,  under  God, 
that  on  the  Mcond  Sabbath  in  May  last,  a  church  was 
formed,  which  by  receiving  some  from  this  church,  and 
from  one  other  adjacent,  now  numbers  between  fifty  and 
sixty.  The  number  of  hopeful  converts  in  that  neigh¬ 
borhood  was  some  forty  or  fifty,  many  of  wht)m  were 
heads  of  families,  and  m  advanced  in  life.  They  have 
contracted  for  the  building  of  a  convenient  edifice  for 
the  public  worship  of  God,  which  is  to  be  finished  by 
the  first  of  November  next.  What  invaluable  good 
might  be  accomplished,  if  all  our  elders  and  deacons 
who  are  capable,  were  to  employ  themselves  in  this 
manner  1  l^et  every  elder  or  deacon  who  shall  c^fid 
this,  ask  himself  the  question,  whether  there  is  not  a 
neighborhood  to  which  he  may  have  access ;  and 
where,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  souls  may  be  saved 
from  everlasting  death !  I  am  aware  that  it  is  often 
suggested  as  an  objection  to  this,  that  elders  and  dea¬ 
cons  by  such  a  course,  especially  if  they  are  blessed, 
are  liable  to  become  proud  and  officious.  I  was  pleas¬ 
ed  with  an  answer  to  this  objection,  given  some  time 
since,  by  a  broUier  unknown  to  me,  in  the  Evangelist. 
He  asked  if  ministers  and  churches  did  not  often  be¬ 
come  proud  when  they  were  successful,  so  much  so, 
that  God  would  not  continue  to  bless  them  ?  He  said 
it  was  better,  if  they  became  proud,  to  rebuke  and  re¬ 
prove  them,  than  to  let  sinners  perish  from  lack  of  vi¬ 
sion  or  of  labor,  for  fear  that  elders  may  be  guilty  of 
pride.  Is  it  not  a  painful  fact,  that  too  many  of  our  lay 
;  brethreif,  sueh  a.*i  are  officejs  •!'  the  church,  even,  seem, 
to  feel  that  notbin,g,  as  it  resp»;cts  the  cunVersiuu  of 
sinners,  depends  oi^them!  Of  what  use  is  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  perishing  sinners,  if  they  are  not  converted  by 
it;  and  yet  there  are  multitudes  who  appear  to  be 
satisfied  if  they  keep  out  of  the  church  every  im¬ 
propriety  of  conduct,  while  no  sinners  are  converted 
from  year  to  year.  When  will  the  time  of  redemption 
come  to  many  who  are  now  in  the  way  to  death,  and 
have  almost  outlived  their  day  of  grace,  unless  our 
lay  brethren  are  excited  to  be  more  active  1  There 
are  many  among  them,  it  is  believed,  who  need  only 
to  be  encouraged,  to  make  them  active  and  efficient 
laborers  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  Is  there  not 
enough  to  be  done  to  employ  every  man !  Is  it  not 
high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep,  and  cast  off  the  works 
of  darkness,  and  put  on  the  armor  of  light  T

ries  in  sins ;  and  that  the  fact,  with  their  knowledge  of 
it,  and  their  orthodoxy  concerning  it,  must  be  their  only 
consolation  in  calamity,  as  it  was  also  their  vindication 
and  their  moral  honor.  Their  position  they  had  the 
filial  piety,  the  acuteness,  and  the  decency,  to  reduce 
to  the  form  of  a  proverb—”  The  fathers  have  eaten 
sour  grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge.” 

On  this  popular  version  of  the  affair,  we  remark, 

1.  That  THEIR  OWN  SINS  were  entirely  unhonored 
and  unnoted  in  the  argument. 

It  was  more  grateful  to  their  feelings,  as  well  as  or¬ 
thodox  in  their  eyes,  to  confess  the  sins  of  their  ances¬ 
tors  and  place  themselves  in  the  agreeable  attitude  of 
suffering  innocence — esjiecially  as  they  could  do  it 
easily,  and  withal  be  so  acute  and  orthodox.  They 
had  rather  believe  in  absolute  imputation  and  transfer¬ 
red  punishment,  than  in  personal  duty,  guilt,  and  ne¬ 
cessary  repentance.  They  had  rather  confess  their 
fathers'  sins,  than  their  own.  That  they  were  perso¬ 
nal  sinners  deserving  on  their  own  account  all  the  evil 
they  were  enduring  and  more,  was  no  part  of  their  ele¬ 
gant  theory.  Their  account  and  doctrine  of  the  mat- 


lemember,  that  to 
duty  to  cherish  the  spirit  of  conciliation,  as  far  as  is 
consistent  with  adherence  to  fundamental  principles. 
Whether  our  church  shall  be  united  again  on  the  basis 
of  its  constitution,  God  only  certainly  knows  ;  but  let 
us  make  it  manifest  by  our  conduct,  that  on  our  part, 
there  shall  exist  no  barrier  to  such  a  union.

Let  us  look,  for  a  moment,  at  the  reason,  the  fitness 
of  the  thing.  Is  it  not  altogether  reasonable  and  pro¬ 
per,  that  prominent  and  continued  regard  be  had  to  the 
attainment  by  which,  as  preachers,  all  the  rest  are  to 
be  made  available,  to  the  high  purposes  of  our  profes¬ 
sion  1  Is  it  not  monstrous  folly,  to  spend  the  best 
years  of  life  in  devoted  study,  in  disciplining  the  mind,  j 
enlarging  its  capacities,  and  filling  them  as  they  grow,j 
with  truili  and  knowledge,  there  to  stay  pent  up  in 
darkness,  because  the  power  of  communication  was 
shamefully  neglecte'd — the  rich  and  swelling  resources, 
of  little  credit  to  himself,  and  less  use  to  the  world,  be¬ 
cause  the  voice  and  manner,  the  appointed  agents  to 
diffuse  and  impress,  were  never  trained  to  their  office! 
We  need  a  little  of  the  spirit  manifested  by  Richard 
Brinsley  Sheridan,  who,  having  greviously  failed  in  an 
early  effort  on  the  floor  of  the  Commons,  and  being 
thereupon  advised  by  his  friends  to  abandon  the  idea 
of  becoming  a  speaker  in  that  connection,  replied,  with 
an  erect,  undaunted  mein  :  “  Never.  I  know  that  it

This  he  tlid,  without  allowing  a  pRffitJTtf  ‘df  •tmllt 
or  honor  br  concession  to  its  impudence.  In  the  word 
of  the  Lord  he  demanded.  What  mean  ye  that  ye  use 
this  proverb  1  He  then  introduces  God  as  swearing 
to  annihilate  all  occasion  of  its  use  in  his  church  in 
after  ages.  As  I  five,  saith  the  Lord  God,  ye  shall 
NOT  HAVE  OCCASION  ANV  SiOBB  to  use  this  proverb  in 
Israel. 

He  here  in  the  most  solemn  manner  condemns  and 
annuls  it;  and  the  text  of  all  his  argumentation  that 
j  succeeds,  is  as  follows ;  Behold,  all  souls  are  mine 
As  the  soul  of  the  father,  so  also  the  soul  of  the  son 
is  mine.  The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  He  then 
proceeds  to  show  them  their  own  sins.  He  thus  vin¬ 
dicates  the  way  of  God  ;  and  the  idea  of  condemning 
and  punishing  an  innocent  person,  for  the  sin  of  a  guilty 
one,  he  denounces  in  language  the  most  direct  and  ter¬ 
rible.  He  then  appeals  to  them.  Hear  now,  O  house 
of  Israel ;  Is  not  my  way  equal  ?  Are  not  your  ways 
unequal  ?  And  so  onward. 

3.  We  now  demand.  What  is  the  difference  in  prin¬ 
ciple  between  the  two  cases !  And  reply  respecting  its  j 
principle,  that — 

1)  There  it  was  restricted  in  its  range,  as  incompa¬ 
rably  less  than  it  is  seen  in  relation  to  Adam  and  his  pos¬ 
terity.  Hence,  if  it  was  wrong  in  the  less,  it  is  also 
wrong  ill  the  greater.

more  than  piety  ;  who  honors  human  authority  more 
than  divine;  and  whose  sordid  incrustations  of  world-  i 
Uness  have  made  him  impenetrable  to  the  refined  influ-  t 
ences  and  attractions  of  the  truth  of  heaven.  He  is  | 
wedded  to  a  religious  clan,  and  probably  too  hardened  | 
in  quasi  orthodox  arrogance,  to  care  for  evidence  or  to  i 
discern  the  will  of  God. 

WHAT  IS  BIGHTEOUS. 

Where  a  man — by  supposition — has  no  personal  sin, 
to  punish  him  for  what  another  does,  no  matter  in  what 
circumstances,  we  aver  to  be  forever  impossible  to  the 
righteousness  of  God.  And  yet  absolute  imputation 
implies  aot  only,  bat  piainly  asserts,  that  infinite  in¬ 
iquity  ;  makes  God  liimself  its  judicial  perpetrator ; 
and  reveals  an  example  in  every  human  being,  “  de¬ 
scending  from  Adam  by  ordinary  generation,”  through 
all  the  myriads  of  his  posterity. 

They  hold  indeed  that  we  are  sinful,  as  soon  as 
morally  we  are  at  all.  But  then,  if  tlieir  orthodoxy 
comes  up  to  high  water  mark  and  is  soundly  hexagonal, 
they  say - 

1.  That  we  are  condemned  to  hell  for  Adam’s  sin, 
by  absolute  imputation,  antecedently  to  this  personal 
depravity. 

2.  That  our  depravity  is  a  part  of  the  punishment 
we  justly  suffer,  for  that  primeval  sin,  which  we  did — 
NOT — commit  in  Paradise  6844  years  ago ;  and  for 
which  sin,  some  say,  we  ought  to  be  so  penitent ! 

Very  bMuUful  theory  tbit !  Sin  is  its  own  punish¬ 
ment  according  to  law  !  the  penalty  is  made  to  collide 
with  the  precept  and  to  annul  it.  The  precept  says— 
sin  not !  the  penalty  says — sin  on !  The  first  forbids 
sin,  the  other  inflicts  or  commands  it.  And  to  distin¬ 
guish  between  moral  «vil  and  physical,  between  sin  and 
pain,  were  to  be  impeached  of  heresy — or  metaphysics ; 
especially  if  one  should  happen  to  use  his  common 
sense  enough  to  suppose  that  the  penalty  is  constituted 
of  physical  evil  suffered  for  moral  evil  done  ! 

Very  equitable  theory  too!  Who  cannot  see  the 
justice  of  condemning  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
millions,  to  the  curse  of  hell  forever,  for  a  sin  which 
they  never  committed — and  which  were  they  tried  for 
their  life  on  account  ol  it,  they  could  show  was  no  way 
criminally  theirs  for  absolute  condemnation,  by  the 
most  perfect  demonstration  of  an  alibi  ;  they  were  nut 
there,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  had  no  existence, 
and  the  conscience  of  not  one  of  all  the  children  of 
Adam  could  possibly  say  peccavi  in  relation  to  it.  ] 
But  to  SMT  all  this  to  s  committed  devotee  to  Prince¬ 
ton  and  its  Hierarchy,  is  about  as  useful  for  conviction, 
or  ingenuous  appreciation,  as  to  suggest  a  doubt  to 
some  religionists,  of  the  doctrine  so  canonical  and  so 
tridentine  and  so  ancient  of  transubstantiation. 

TO  THE  candid, 

however,  we  will  say,  that,  all  irony  and  indirection 
apart,  we  have  ever,  with  a  good  conscience,  maintain¬ 
ed  our  positions  on  this  great  article ;  that  they  are 
parts  of  OUT  sincere  religion  ;  that  we  are  morally  in¬ 
capable  of  disguising,  or  changing,  or  slighting  them  as 


Mr.  Moffat  thus  spake — “  In  standing  before  this 
Assembly,  you  will  allow  me  not  to  feel  very  tranquil. 
Had  they  all  been  black  faces,  1  might  have  imagined 
that  I  was  at  home ;  for  I  have  often  sat  and  wept 
among  thousands  of  black  warriors  ;  not  one  who  knew 
any  thing  about  the  Bible — all  ignorant  of  the  past,  and 
entirely  unconscious  as  to  (he  future.  The  greater 
part  of  my  life  has  been  spent  in  the  wilds  of  Africa, 
beyond  that  line  of  demarcation  which  separates  the 
kingdom  of  darkness  from  the  kingdom  of  light,  in  a 
situation  where  I  could  at  any  time  take  my  stand,  and 
look  to  an  interminable  distance,  and  behold  that  dis¬ 
tance  covered  with  innumerable  hearts  on  which  the 
light  of  heaven  had  never  dawned.  The  case  is  now 
changed.  By  means  of  the  scriptures ;  portions  of  the 
scriptures,  I  ought  to  say — which  have  been  translated 
and  circulated  among  tliem,  we  are  now  beginning  to 
see  the  sun  of  righteousness  arising  on  long  neglected, 
long  degraded,  long  trodden-down  Africa. 

It  never  entered  into  my  mind,  during  my  twenty- 
three  years  labor  in  the  interior  of  Africa,  that  I  should 
ever  return  to  my  own  land.  I  have  lived  and  labored 
in  the  acquisition  of  mure  than  one  language  ;  and  have

tance,  and  to  conclude  that  it  is  a  small  work  where 
souls  have  been  converted  by  scores,  because  that  in 
other  places  they  have  been  converted  by  hundreds. — 
According  to  this  view,  compared  with  what  our  breth¬ 
ren  have  been  permitted  to  witness  in  the  Sandwich 
Islands,  the  most  wonderful  displays  that  we  have  seen 
in  this  country,  must  appear  at  most,  but  inconsidera¬ 
ble.  This,  however,  will  be  acknowledged  by  all  to 
be  a  superficial  and  improper  view  of  the  subject ;  a 
view  in  which  the  worth  of  the  soul,  the  greatness  of 
the  work  in  its  conversion,  the  importance  of  its  con¬ 
version,  and  the  price  that  has  been  paid  for  its  re¬ 
demption,  seem  to  be  entirely  overlooked.  Conversion 
is  a  great  work  ;  and  a  work  at  which  we  may  with 
propriety  marvel,  if  we  look  no  further  than  at  the 
change  of  sentiment,  and  feeling,  and  character  which 
it  produces ;  but  when  we  look  at  the  wisdom  by  which 
it  is  made  consistent,  and  The  proper  agency  discover¬ 
ed,  and  at  the  power  and  benevolence  by  which  it  is 


gated  in  the  less.  In  the  order  of  nature  it  may  be 
thus  stated - 

(1)  Every  individaal  of  the  species  exists. 

(2)  Every  one  is  perfectly  sinless. 

(3)  Adam  acts  for  all  the  others. 

(4)  He  sins. 

(5)  His  sin  is  imputed  abBqlvtely  to  the  whole  of 
them. 

(6)  The  desert  of  death  eternal  is  instantly  attached 
to  the  person  of  each  one  of  his  descendants,  by  abso¬ 
lute  imputation. 

(7)  If  they  were  all  sent  to  hell  executively  of  the 
incurred  sentence,  it  would  be  perfectly  just. 

(8)  Their  sinfulness  ensues  as  a  part  of  their  punish¬ 
ment,  for  the  guilt  they  incur  by  absolute  imputation. 

(9)  They  have  lost  aU  their  power  of  every  sort  to 
do  their  duty. 

(10)  They  are  responsible  and  criminal  for  their  in¬ 
ability  ;  since  they  had  ability  in  Adam  ;  he  threw  it 
away  for  them  ;  and  they  are  now  as  guilty  of  inability 
as  thev  are  of  his  sin. 

3)  Why  have  wn  no  ocr.asion  to  use  this  proverb 
now  in  Israel  f  ‘  Our  father  eat  the  forbidden  fruit, 
and  we  are  all  condemned,  for  it  simply,  to  everlasting 
destruction  ;  we  are  exposed  to  it  in  fact,  and  it  may 
be  executed  instantly  on  any  of  us.  And  what  is  cap¬ 
tivity  in  Babylon  for  a  few  years,  to  captivity  in  hell 


onr  hearers  go  to  perdition  because  our  manner  is  stupid 
and  wrong,  needlessly  so,  as  we  shall  be  if  they  go 
there  liecause  our  hearts  are  wrong.  And  how  should 
we  feel,  to  know  that  some  are  hopeless  wallers  in  the 
pit,  because  vve  were  incorrigible  drawlers  in  the 
pulpit ! 

The  attainment  of  a  good  delivery  is,  in  the  preach 
er,  surely,  a  beneficent  attainment,  reaching  forward 
and  upward,  in  its  results,  to  the  world  of  celestial 
glory. 

The  nobleness  of  the  attainment  is  another  consider¬ 
ation.  The  tongue,  according  to  the  sacred  poet,  is 
the  glory  of  our  •frame.  An  eloquent  tongue,  joined

Those  who 
cultivate  and  exercise  this  power,  under  the  impulsive 
influence  of  a  holy  mind,  may  expect  to  abound  here 
in  truly  imperishable  achievements,  and  will  there  be 
raised  to  shine,  as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament,  and 
as  the  stars,  for  ever  and  ever.

While  the  thought 
iS  before  me,  allow  me  to  say,  that  1  have  had  scarcely 
a  doubt  but  that  the  work  at  the  Sandwich  Islands  will 
be  found  to  be  a  genuine  work,  equal  in  all  respects  to 
what  the  almost  incredible  accounts  would  indicate. — 
The  men  who  were  the  happy  instruments,  under  God, 
of  promoting  that  work  ;  and  especially  brother  Coan, 
and  brother  Bingham,  were  such,  that  those  who  knew 
them  best  felt  that  they  were  entitled  to  very  great 
confidence.  I  mention  the  names  of  these  brethren, 
merely  because  they  were  men  that  I  knew,  and  be¬ 
cause  brother  Coan  was  one  whose  reports  were  most 
marvelous. 

But  I  am  wandering  from  my  subject.  I  took  my 
pen  to  give  the  public  through  the  columns  of  your  pa¬ 
per,  a  brief  account  of  the  work  which  God  has  been 
accomplishing  among  the  people  of  my  charge.  We 
had  the  assistance  of  brother  Orton,  of  Ripley,  Chau- 
tauque  county,  a  man  whom  God  has  greatly  delighted 
to  bless,  in  almost  every  place  where  he  has  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  labor.  Brother  Orton  by  his  intelligent, 
evangelical,  and  strictly  orthodox  preaching,  and  by  his 
prayerful  mind,  and  conciliating  spirit,  has  left  such  an 
impression  on  the  minds  of  all  classes,  that  so  far  as  the 
instrument  is  concerned,  we  should  be  gratified  to  have 
him  return  and  resume  his  labors  among  ns,  at  any  time 
when  his  circumstances  would  admit.  He  commenced 
his  labors  among  ns  about  the  first  of  February,  and 
preached  some  once  or  twice  in  each  day  for  about 
three  weeks.  It  was  very  evident  that  the  Lord  was 
with  us  in  the  glory  of  his  power  from  the  first,  but  his 
gospel  had  to  contend  with  unusual  dfficulties  in  every 
step  of  its  way.  It  was  not,  however,  the  contentions 
occasioned  by  divisions — it  was  not  the  bitter  and  ma¬ 
lignant  opposition  of  infidelity,  nor  of  antinomianism  ; 
it  was  a  pride  in  the  minds  of  God’s  people,  which  did 
more  than  any  opposition  from  without  could  have 


often  endeavored  to  forget  my  own  tongue,  in 
that  I  might  obtain  a  fluency  in  ' 
country  for  which  1  intended  to  spend,  and  to  be  spent. 
You  will  therefore  not  wonder,  if  I  do  not  speak  alto¬ 
gether  as  1  (^ght  to  speak,  as  I  am  an  Englishman. — 
My  object  in  standing  up  to  address  you  at  this  time 
is  to  state  what  the  scripture  has  done  in  those  dark 
regions  where  my  lot  has  been  cast.  In  what  state 
did  the  Missionaries  find  the  Bechuanss  when  they 
first  wBnt  to  that  dark  and  benighted  country  !  They 
had*no  Bible  ;  they  had  never  heard  of  the  word  of  God.; 
tfiy  inquiries,  with  respect  to  their  knowledge  of  divine 
things,  that  they  had  one  ray  of  light  to  give  them  any 
idea  of  a  future  state  of  being.  But  let  me  direct  your 
attention  to  what  has  been  accomplished  among  those 
people  by  means  of  the  words  of  eternal  life.  Terri¬ 
ble  and  long  was  the  night,  and  laborious  the  toil,  be¬ 
fore  we  saw  sinners  yield  obedience  to  that  Jesus  of 
whom  they  used  to  speak  with  the  utmost  contempt 
and  scorn.  Often  did  the  natives  tell  us — “  you  talk 
about  King  Jesus — you  talk  about  Jehovah  ;  let  us  see 
the  first  Bechuans  who  will  bow  to  that  Jesus !”  But 
the  time  is  come  when  we  can  point  to  hundreds  who 
have  yielded  obedience  to  our  I^ord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
I  are  now  adorning  the  gospel  which  they  believe  ;  who 
are  living  epistles,  known  and  read  of  all  the  heathen 
around,  who  wonder,  admire,  and  hate  the  change. — 
So  great  is  the  change  that  has  taken  place,  that  those 
who  still  stand  aloof,  look  on  with  amazement  to  see 
the  robber  become  honest,  to  see  the  unclean  become 
chaste,  to  see  the  murderer  become  feeling,  and  to  see 
individuals,  who  were  once  a  terror  to  all  around  them, 
shedding  tears  of  contrition  and  sorrow  over  the  sins 
that  they  have  committed. 

The  nations  around  say,  “  How  comes  this  change !” 
A  stranger  from  the  interior,  met  with  some  youths 
who  bad  books  in  their  hands.  He  wished  to  know 
what  the  things  were  that  they  looked  at  so  earnestly. 
He  examined  the  books ;  bat  he  could  not  see  as  they 
could ;  and  he  said  “  what  fools  they  are  to  talk  to 
such  a  thing  as  that!”  They  replied,  “  we  do  not  talk 
to  the  book,  it  is  the  book  that  is  talking  to  ns.”  At 
the  next  village  he  met  with  two  women  with  children 
in  their  arms,  sitting  and  reading  the  Gospel  of  Luke, 
which  had  been  translated  and  printed  by  this  Society. 
He  again  put  the  question  “  What  things  are  these  that 
you  are  turning  over !  What  in  the  world  is  this  that 
I  see  among  the  people!  Is  it  food!”  They  said, 
“  No ;  it  is  the  word  of  God.”  “  Does  it  speak !” — 
“  Yes,  was  the  reply,  it  speaks  to  the  heart.”  He 
shook  his  head,  and  went  on  his  journey  to  the  chief 
of  a  tribe  and  told  him  what  he  had  seen.  To  his  sur- 


The  Present  State  of  the  Jewish  Religion. — 
The  more  I  become  acquainted  with  the  actual  condi¬ 
tion  of  Judaism,  the  more  I  am  convinced  that  much 
can  be  done  among  the  Jews  by  missionary  efforts,  and 
particularly  by  those  who  arc  of  their  own  nttion  ;  not 
only  by  preaching  the  gospel,  but  arguing  against  that 
which  they  call  the  religion  of  the  Bible,  and  also  by 
example. 

The  reason  of  my  undertaking  this  representation  of 
the  actual  state  of  Judaism,  which  has  been  a  difficult 
task  for  me  to  persevere  in,  in  my  evidently  declining 
state  of  health,  is  that  my  dear  parents  may  know  their 
condition,  and  that  the  pity  which  ought  to  be  fell  for 
them  should  go  into  more  active  operation,  notwith¬ 
standing  past  discouragements.  Let  those  be  discour¬ 
aged  with  the  slow  progress  which  the  gospel  has 
made  among  this  people,  who  overlook  the  promise  that 
“  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall  bow.”  Let 
them  tremble  who  go  forth  to  fight  the  Inird's  battles, 
and  imagine  that  missionary  labor  may  he  unaccompa¬ 
nied  by  prayer  and  faith. 

Spare  not  your  prayers  for  the  East,  either  for  Jews 
or*nominal  Christians.  The  latter  are  in  a  most  de¬ 
plorable  state,  having  lost  the  spirit  of  genuine  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  substituted  superstition  in  its  place.  The 
salt  has  lost  its  savor,  and  is  good  for  nothing  but  to  be 
trodden  under  foot,  which  is  done  by  Jews  and  Mo¬ 
hammedans,  who  look  with  utter  contempt  upon  the 
Christianity  with  which  they  are  acquainted. 

May  the  Lord  soon  break  the  chains  of  superstitimi 
and  error,  and  free  their  captives,  that  the  church|may 
again  triumph  in  her  Redeemer. — E.  S.  Caiman.

It  was  given  to  us  U>  make  our  dark  he^ 
light ;  to  tom  our  foolishness  into  wisdom ;  to  tell 
us  that  afksr  wo  have  lived  well  here,  we  shall  go  to 
anoSS  ^rld  hereafter.”  “P«ty  read  to  me  that 
word  ”  said  that  wUd  heathen.  The  shepherd  com- 
pUod’  and  read  from  the  Gospel  of  Luke  ^ut  the 
Shepherds  to  whom  the  heavenly  hwts  s^ke  of  the 
truth  of  Jesus.  He  heard  how  the  shepherds  left  their 
flocks  and  went  to  Bethlehem  to  see  the  Savior ;  and 
he  went  home,  thinking  how  great  that  Savior 
must  bo,  that  could  induce  shepherds  to  leave  their 
flocks  to  go  and  see  him.  Why  did  the  man  reason 
thns»  Becanse  all  that  tiiey  value  is  their  herds  and 
flocks  A  Bechuana  will  leave  his  wife  and  children, 
bnt  not  his  flocks.  They  are  more  precious  to  him 
than  everything  else ;  and  therefore,  if  thore  shepherds 
left  their  flocks  to  go  and  see  the  Savior,  it  was  natu¬ 
ral  for  him  to  conclude  that  he  must  indeed  be  a  great 
Savior.  That  man  came  to  me  to  obtain  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  reading,  and  returned  home  with  the  Gospel 
of  Luke.  Some  time  after,  a  Mrson  to  whom  that  in¬ 
dividual  was  indebted,  went  to  him  and  said,  “  Friend, 
pay  me  what  thou  owest  ”  He  replied,  “  I  have  not 
wherewith  to  pay  you.”  The  other  said,  “  you  have 
got  a  Gospel  of  Luke.  Give  me  that  and  I  will  care 
nothing  about  my  sheep  that  you  owe  me.  You  pro¬ 
mised  me  a  fat  sheep ;  but  give  me  your  GosmI  of 
Luke  and  I  will  say  no  more.”  He  replied,  “  No,  I 
will  never  part  with  the  Gospel  of  Luke  ;  it  was  that 
gospel  which  led  my  soul  to  the  spot  where  the  infant 
Savior  lay.” 

In  one  of  my  journeys,  I  met  a  young  man  and  a 
number  of  women.  He  was  exhorting  them  to  be 
faithful  and  zealous,  and  diligent  in  reading  the  scrip¬ 
tures.  He  said  to  me,  “  I  would  like  to  ask  you  one 
question  that  has  made  us  talk  agreat  deal.”  “  What  is 
it  1”  said  I.  He  said  “  did  those  hbly  men  who  wrote 
the  word  of  God  know  that  there  were  Bechuanas  in  the 
world  V’  My  reply  was  “  certainly,  the  word  ef  God 
was  intended  for  all  men;  but  what  is  your  opinion  1” 
He  said  “  I  think  they  did ;  because  the  word  of  God 
describes  every  sin  that  the  wicked  Bechuanas  have  in 
their  hearts.  You  know  that  they  are  the  most  wicked 
people  in  the  world,  and  it  is  all  described  in  that  book ; 
so  that  those  who  are  unconverted  do  not  like  to  hear 
me  read,  because  they  say  that  we  are  turning  their 
hearts  inside  out.” 

The  Bechuanas  were  certainly  degraded,  ingnoraiit 
brutal.  Look  now  at  what  the  gospel  has  accomplished 
among  that  people.  Instead  of  the  festive  dance  and 
the  obscene  song,  the  shout  of  revelry  over  slaughtered 
mothers  and  infants,  you  now  may  hear  the  songs  of 
Zion  sung  in  a  strange  land,  in  heathen  hamlets,  that 
never  before  heard  any  thing  but  the  sounds  of  war  and 
impure  mirth.  There  you  may  see  the  father  of  the 
family  take  portions  of  the  word  of  God,  and  his  hymn 
book,  suid  sit  and  read,  and  sing  the  praises  of  Jehovah, 
and  then  kneel  at  the  family  altar,  and  if  we  pursue  our 
work  Africa  shall  yet  again  be  what  she  once  was, 
when  she  sent  forth  her  orators  and  her  bishops  to  the 
Church,  and  her  martyrs  to  the  flames 

We  have  heard  of  mistakes  in  translations.  The 
translation  of  the  Gospel  of  Luke  by  myself  contains 
many  imperfections  ;  yet  I  know  that  it  has  been  the 
means  of  leading  many  wanderers  to  the  fold  of  God. 
Many  can  repeat  it  nearly  from  one  end  to  the  other, 
and  are  ready  to  bear  testimony  that  they  were  thereby 
led  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Savior,  and  the  enjoyment 
of  his  salvation.  So  anxious  are  they  to  obtain  it,  that 
they  came  hundreds  of  miles,  on  oxen,  or  on  foot,  and 
driving  sheep ;  and  as  they  have  not  much  money,  they 
have  offered  sheep  and  mantles,  and  even  their  spears, 
for  books.  It  is  said  that  spears  shall  be  turned  into 
pruning  hooks,  and  here  the  figurative  language  of  the 
prophecy  is  in  some  measure  fulfilled.  Those  books, 
are  as  ploughshares  breaking  up  the  fallow  ground  of 
heathenism,  and  as  pruning  hooks  doing  the  work  of 
husbandry.  This  desire  for  the  word  of  God  is  a 
healthful  sign  that  “  Ethiopia  soon  shall  stretch  forth 
her  hands  unto  God.” 

Once  more.  On  entering  a  house  to  attend  a  sick 
child,  (for  a  missionary  must  be  a  doctor,  and  turn  his 
hand  to  every  trade,  and  help  himself,  working  at  the 
anvil,  digging,  making  mortar,  building  walls,  tinkering, 
and  any  thing  or  every  thing  you  can  mention,)  I  said 
to  the  weeping  mother  “  what  aileth  thee  1  Is  the  baby 
still  sick  V’  “  No  no,”  she  replied  with  a  sigh. — 
“Why  do  yon  weep  theni”  “  O!  my  mother!”  and 
she  paused  and  sobbed,  as  if  her  very  heart  would  burst 
through  her  bosom.  I  said  “  what  is  the  matter  with 
your  mother  1”  Holding  out  the  Gospel  of  Luke,  she 
said  “  my  mother who  was  in  her  nativp  desert,  from 
which  her  daughter  had  been  led  away  a  captive,  “  my 
mother  will  never  see  this  book.”  Then  she  looked 
up  to  heaven,  and  breathed  this  prayer  :  “  My  mother ! 
my  mother!  will  she  never  hear  that  glad  sound  that  I 
have  heard !  the  light  that  shone  on  me  will  never  shine 
on  her !  will  she  never  taste  that  love  of  the  Savior 
that  I  have  tasted  !”  Oh  !  that  yon  could  have  wit- 
nened  that  sable  daughter  of  Africa  weeping  for  a 
distant  mother,  and  looking  heavenward,  and  saying 
“my  mother!  my  mother!” 


house  to  which  the  body  shall  be  removed.  He  shall  j 
then  choose  three  men,  out  of  the  four  nearest  villages 
to  the  place  where  the  corpse  was  found,  being  twelve  in 
number,  who  shall  assemble  at  the  place  appointed  with 
the  judge,  who  shall  inform  them  of  the  object  of  his  call¬ 
ing  them  together.  They  shall  then  proceed  altogether 
to  view  the  body,  and  the  place  where  it  was  found. 
After  which  ihey  shall  return  to  the  house,  and  sit  in 
judgment  on  the  case,  and  each  speak  his  mind,  as  in 
the  presence  of  God,  as  to  the  cause  of  the  person’s 
death  ;  namely  whether  by  the  visitation  of  God,  or  by 
violent  hands:  and  if  their  minds  are  satisfied  that  the  per¬ 
son  has  been  killed,  they  shall  make  inquiry  in  order  to 
discover  the  perpetrator,  who,  if  found,  shall  be  brought 
to  judgment,  put  into  confinement,  and  wait  the  con¬ 
sequence  of  his  crime. 

N.  B.  No  person  shall  be  put  to  death  except  by  the 
express  command  of  the  king. 

If  any  person  shall  rise  up  and  lift  up  a  club,  or  any 
other  instrument  of  death  against  another,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  ef  killing  him,  the  person  so  ofiending  shall  be 
brought  before  the  judge,  and  judgment  passed  upon 
him. 

II. 

My  mind  is  this ;  That  all  my  people  should  attend 
all  the  duties  of  religion  toward  God ;  that  they 
should  keep  holy  the  Sabbath  day,  by  abstaining  from 
their  worldly  occupations  and  labors,  and  by  attending 
to  the  preaching  of  the  word  and  the  worship  of  God 
in  their  places  of  worship. 

Should  any  man  on  shore,  or  from  on  ship-board, 
come  to  the  chapel,  for  the  purpose  of  sport,  or  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  worship  ;  should  he  insult  the  minister  of  the 
congregation  ;  he  shall  be  taken  and  bound,  and  be  fined 
for  every  such  ofiense,  as  the  judge  shall  determine. 

III. 

My  mind  is  this  :  That  each  chief  or  head  of  apeople 
shall  govern  his  own  people,  and  them  only  ;  and  it  is 
my  mind,  that  you  each  show  love  to  the  people  you 
have  under  you  :  also,  that  you  require  them  to  be  indus¬ 
trious  in  lalmring  to  support  the  government,  and  in 
their  duties  to  you  their  chiefs ;  and  that  you  divide  to 
each  one  of  them  land  for  their  own  use,  that  each  one 
may  have  means  of  living,  of  supporting  his  family,  of 
procuring  necessaries,  and  of  contributing  to  the  cause 
of  God. 

IV. 

It  is  my  mind  :  That  my  people  should  live  in  great 
peace,  no  quarrelling  or  backbiting,  having  no  wish  for 
war,  but  to  serve  the  God  of  peace  in  sincerity. — 
Therefore  I  wish  you  to  allow  to  your  people  some  time 
for  the  purpose  of  working  for  themselves  :  they  will 
work  for  you  as  you  may  reejuire  them,  in  working  your 
canoe,  in  planting  your  yams  and  bananas,  and  in  what¬ 
ever  you  may  require  their  services.  But  I  make  known 
to  you,  it  is  no  longer  lawful  for  you  to  hunuki  or  “mark, 
their  bananas  for  your  use,  or  take  by  force  any  article 
from  them ;  but  let  their  things  be  at  their  own  disposal 

V. 

And  it  is  my  mind  :  That  the  land  should  be  brought 
into  cultivation,  and  planted.  Hence  I  inform  you,  it 
is  unlawful  for  you  to  turn  yeur  hogs  outside  the  fence 
or  sty.  In  case  of  a  pig  being  found  eating  the  yams, 
or  destroying  the  produce  of  the  earth,  the  owner  of  the 
pig  shall  be  apprised  directly  of  it,  that  he  may  put

Do  not,  I  pray  you,  suifer  yourselves  to  be  deluded  by  a 
sentiment,  which  is  dangerous  and  licsntious  in  all  its

CODE  or  LAWS  RECENTLY  PROMULGATED  BY  KINO 
GEORGE,*  OF  VAVOU. 

W'e  have  lately  receiv^  from  the  missionaries  in  the 
Friendly  Islands  a  document,  which  most,  we  think, 
present  a  subject  of  grateful  and  instructive  meditation 
to  every  true  philanthropist.  It  shows  the  sure  connec¬ 
tion  between  Christianity  and  civilization,  between  the 
influence  which  the  gospl  exerts  on  a  pople  who  re¬ 
ceive  it  as  the  troth,  in  the  love  of  the  troth,  and  the 
ultimate  establishment  of  order  and  law,  in  the  place 
of  barbarous  anarchy  or  misrule.  This  is  one  more 
instance  of  the  triumph  of  evangelical  missions  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  secular,  as  well  as  spiritual  and  eternal  im¬ 
provement  of  our  race.  The  document  has  been  sent 
to  us  printed  in  the  native  language,  with  the  following 
Eulish  translation : 

These  are  the  names  of  the  king  and  the  chiefs  in 
council  at  Yavou  Haafuluhao  : — 

George,  the  king  ;  JobeSoakai,  Stewart  or  governor; 
OsAiASi  Veikunb,  chief  judge  or  magistrate;  Eliesa 
Kuikui,  judge ;  Tiofilosi  Kaianuanu,  Judge. 

I,  George,  make  known  this  iny  mind  to  the  chiefs  of 
the  dififerent  parts  of  Haafuluhao,  also  to  all  my  pople. 
May  you  be  very  happy 

It  is  of  the  G^  of  heaven  and  earth  that  I  have  been 
appinted  to  spak  to  you.  He  is  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords.  He  doeth  whatsoever  he  pleaseth 
He  lifteth  up  one,  and  putteth  down  another.  He  is 
righteous  in  all  his  works.  We  are  all  the  work  of  his 
huds,  and  the  sheep  of  his  pasture  ;  and  his  will  toward 
us  is,  that  we  should  be  happy.  Therefore  it  is  that  I 
make  known  to  you  all,  to  the  chiefs,  and  governors, 
and  people,  u  well  as  the  different  strangers  and  for¬ 
eigners  that  live  with  me. 

That  the  laws  of  this  our  land  prohibit ; — 

Murder,  theft,  adnltery,  fornication,  and  the  retailing 
of  ardent  spirits. 

If  any  shall  transgress  these  laws  of  ours,  the  case 
must  be  made  known  to  the  propr  authorities,  that  the 
judge  may  examine  into  it. 

If  any  woman  shall  beat  herself,  or  by  drinking  any 
liquor,  or  by  using  any  means,  cause  abortion,  her  case 
shall  be  brought  Iwfore  the  judge 

In  case  of  one  eating  a  pisonous  fiish  or  shell  fish, 
knowing  it  to  be  destructive  of  Ufe,  the  cause  shall  be 
brought  before  the  judge. 

A^  should  one  die  from  taking  piaon,  knowing  it  to 
be  suck,  he  shall  not  be  buried  in  tbe  Cluistians’ ourial 
grosnd,  or  as  a  Christian. 

In  case  of  a  person  being  found  dead,  a  man,  woman, 


and  the  pig  is  again  found  eating  the  plantation,  it  shall 
then  be  lawful  to  kill  the  pig,  and  the  prson  owning 
the  plantation  shall  claim  it. 

VI. 

In  case  of  an  Englishman  or  any  other  foreigner 
wishing  to  remain  in  this  land,  he  will  be  expeted  to 
obey  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  contribute  in  some  way 
(as  he  may  have  the  means)  to  the  supprt  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  by  working  occasionally  fur  tbe  king,  or  by 
what  means  he  may  choose.  While  he  does  this,  the 
laws  of  the  land  will  protect  him  and  his  from  evil. 

VII. 

I  beg  of  you,  my  chiefs  and  heads  of  the  pople,  that 
you  pay  attention  to  these  words,  and  make  known 
these  laws  to  the  pople,  and  see  that  they  practice 
them. 

VIII. 

In  reference  to  the  small  and  light  offenses,  each 
chief  will  examine  and  adjust  in  his  own  place  ;  but  all 
tbe  mure  imprtaiit  offenses  must  be  brought  to  Mua 
at  Neiafu. 

N.  B.  'I'he  day  for  hearing  cases  of  disorder  at  Neiafu 
is  [the  first  Tue^ay  in  the  month  ;  and  you  need  not 
come  at  any  other  time. 

On  the  day  of  hearing,  it  is  expeted  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  prsons  will  be  present ;  namely,  Jobe  Soaki,  Osai- 
asi  Veikune,  Eliesa  Kijikiji,  and  Tiofilosi  Kaianuanu. 

N.  B.  The  king  will  ^  present  and  take  a  part, 
whenever  convenient. 

In  case  of  a  prson  retailing  ardent  spirits,  he  shall 
pay  a  fine  to  the  king  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  be 
liable  to  have  the  spirits  taken  from  him. 

In  case  of  a  man,  either  living  on  shore,  or  from  on 
ship-board,  being  drunk  and  causing  disturbance,  he 
shsill  be  taken,  and  imprisoned ;  and,  for  the  first  offence, 
pay  a  fine  of  six  dollars,  which  fine  shall  be  doubled  in 
case  the  offence  is  repated. 

In  case  a  man  living  on  shore  shall  entice  or  other¬ 
wise  induce  any  seamaA  to  leave  his  vessel,  for  the 
purpse  of  living  on  shore,  he  shall  py  a  fine  of  eight 
dollars  to  the  king.  In  case  a  prson  fails  to  make 
known  one  whom  he  knows  to  have  run  away  from  his 
vessel,  such  a  one  shall  be  fined  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  offense. 

In  case  a  man  leaves  his  wife  and  escaps,  she  shall 
claim  his  plantations,  and  whatever  other  proprty  he 
have  left. 

In  case  a  woman  forsakes  her  husband  she  shall  be 
brought  back  again  to  him  ;  and,  in  case  she  will  not 
remain  with  him,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  her  to  marry 
any  other  man  while  her  husband  lives. 

It  is  not  lawful  to  tatatau,  or  to  kaukau,  or  to  perform 
any  other  idolatrous  ceremonies :  if  any  one  does  so, 
he  will  be  judged,  and  pnished,  and  fined  for  so  doing. 

It  is  unlawful  to  leave  the  island  in  a  clandestine 
manner;  also  to  give  away  or  enslave  any  prson. 

It  is  also  unlawful  to  cut  down  timber,  without  lib¬ 
erty  so  to  do. 


gospel  has  once  gained  a  loilgcment  among  them.  In 
preaching  the  gospel,  the  faithful  missionary  would  natu¬ 
rally  prtray  the  guilt  and  misery  of  slavery  ;  the  anger  o{ 
God  against  oppression  and  robbery,  and  the  iminediats  du¬ 
ty  of  abstaining  from  all  partnership  in  that  black  web  of  in¬ 
terwoven  agonies. 

Taking  a  Walk. — At  Macarthy's  Island  Mr.  Fox  saw  a 
man  who  had  come  across  the  continent  from  Medina,  and 
who  was  much  delighted  on  being  shown  upon  a  map  the 
places  through  which  he  had  passed.  When  questioned  as 
to  his  object,  he  merely  said,  that  he  camo  just  to  take  a 
tealk,  and  see  some  of  the  new  places.  He  was  supplied 
with  a  New  Testament  in  Arabic,  a  language  which  he 
could  read.  Mr.  Buxton  says  that  the  travels  of  Mohamme¬ 
dans  are  enlarging  their  minds.  He  speaks  of  some  pints 
in  which  Mohammedans  and  Christians  are  one  against 
African  paganism. 

Civilization  the  KrrKCT  or  Evangelization. — .\n  il¬ 
lustration  of  the  influence  of  the  pke.vchbd  gospel,  in  the 
formation  of  society,  may  be  seen  in  the  following  extract 
of  a  letter  from  Captain  Harvey,  of  a  whaling  ship,  who 
visited  Tahiti  in  May,  1839.  The  testimony  which  it  bears 
to  the  social  improvement  of  the  pople,  is  what  we  may 
expet  to  hear  from  every  place  where  the  appointed  instru¬ 
mentality  is  honored  as  practically.  God  honored  it  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  means  of  grace. 

This  is  the  most  civilized  place  T  have  been  at  in  the 
South  seas  ;  it  is  governed  by  a  queen,  the  daughter  of  old 
Pomare,  a  dignified  lady  of  about  twenty-five  years  of  age  ; 
they  had  a  good  co'le  of  laws ;  no  spirits  whatever  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  landed  on  the  Island,  therefore  the  sailors  have 
no  chance  of  getting  drunk,  and  are  in  an  orderly  state,  and 
work  goes  on  proptly  ;  no  boat  allowed  to  come  on  shore 
after  nine  o’clock  ;  constables  at  difllsrent  stations  to  put  up 
all  stragglers ;  and  offenders  are  obliged  to  work  on  tbe 
public  roads.  The  Island  is  a  complete  garden ;  fruit  of 
every  description,  wild  in  all  directions,  common  property 
to  all.  Good  beef  two  pnee  pr  pund ;  oranges,  the 
finest  I  have  ever  seen,  four  shillings  per  thousand  ;  in  fact 
a  child,  as  soon  as  it  can  climb  a  tree,  is  quite  indepndent 
of  its  prents.  It  is  one  of  the  most  gratifying  sights  tbe 
eye  can  witness  on  Sunday,  in  their  church,  which  holds 
about  5000,  to  see  the  Queen  near  the  pulpit,  and  all  her 
subjects  around  her,  decently  apparelled,  and  in  seemingly 
pure  devotion.  I  really  never  felt  such  a  conviction  of  the 
real  good  of  missionaries  before.  They  are  all  dressed  in 
bonnets  after  the  fashion  of  some  years  back,  when  two 
abreast  could  not  go  through  the  Temple  bar.  Their  attire 
is  as  near  the  En^ish  as  they  can  copy.” 


Stratiibogik — Vali.vst  FOR  THE  Trcth. — It  t.«  a  fact, 
we  believe,  that  God  delights  to  bless  his  church  when 
they  are  faithful  for  him.  Luther  took  his  position  boldly 
against  oppression  —  the  blessing  of  God  was  with  him. 
The  Puritans  resisted  oppression,  and  were  crowned  with 
glory.  The  friends  of  Temprance  committed  themselves 
against  public  sentiment,  and  were  greatly  sustained  by  revi¬ 
vals.  The  friends  of  the  slave,  who  were  truly  evangelical 
Christians,  have  been  abundantly  honored  and  blessed. — 
Those  who  have  resisted  oppression  in  the  Presbyterian 
church,  have  had  the  same  token ;  as  the  history  of  the 
churches,  in  New-York,  and  Philadelphia,  may  testify. — 
And  now  the  Strathbogic  Churches  in  Scotland,  are  sha- 
ring  the  glorious  effusions  of  the  Spirit,  after  having  ta¬ 
ken  the  same  decided  stand  for  righteousness  and  troth. — 
These  instances  surely  deserve  serious  attention.  Contro¬ 
versy,  when  it  is  a  holy  defence  of  God’s  own  truth,  tends 
lo  rouse  the  minds  of  men  from  spiritual  slumber,  to  make 
the  truth  more  widely  known,  and  cause  multitudes  to  real¬ 
ize  the  bearing  of  principles  which  otherwise  would  never 
have  been  examined.  These  often  constitute  questions 
which  test  the  purity  of  the  church,  and  prepare  for  future 
struggles  and  conflicts. 


It  is  with  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction  that  we  invito 
the  attention  of  our  readers  to  this  section  of  our  ppr.— 
The  Correspndence  from  Scotland  ;  the  summary  of  intel¬ 
ligence  respecting  the  great  Anti-Slavery  Convention  ;  the 
attempted  assassination  of  the  Queen,  and  tbe  warlike  in¬ 
telligence  from  China  ;  tbe  death  of  the  King  of  Prussia, 
together  with  all  the  variety  of  minor  topics,  present  to  the 
reflecting  mind  a  number  of  impttant  themes. 

In  such  visions  of  tbe  world  abroad,  we  are  able  to  medi¬ 
tate  upn  the  progress  of  the  divine  counsels.  They  con¬ 
firm  the  impression  now  fixing  ittelf  in  many  studious  minds, 
that  a  great  class  of  events  are  near.

Empires  embosoming  tbe 
destinies  of  millions,  are  moved  by  the  agency  of  an  invisible 
hand. 

In  a  time  like  this,  Christians  should  be  awake  to  the 
movements  of  their  King.  They  should  take  this  sheet  of 
intelligence,  and  spread  it  before  the  Lord,  as  did  Hezekiah 
the  letter  of  Ilabshekab,  and  then  pur  out  their  hearts  in 
that  fervent  prayer — thy  kingdom  come.

CRORIWELIi  AND  HIS  CHAPLAIN. 

In  The  last  hours  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  sn  article  which 
we  extracted  from  the  Westminster  Review,  two  weeks 
ago,  the  following  sentence  occurs,  which  deserves  a  ap- 
cial  remark,  as  being  a  manifest  prversion  of  a  most  im- 
prtant  doctrine  : 

“  Aa  they  stood  around  hit  bed,  he  lifted  himself  up,  and 
said  to  Sterry,  one  of  his  chaplains,  *  Tell  me,  ia  it  poasible 
to  fall  from  grace  V  The  reply  of  the  Calvinist  was,  ‘  It 
is  not  pssihle.’  Then  he  exclaimed,  ‘  I  am  safe,  I  know  I 
was  in  grace  once.” 

We  do  not  believe  tliat  if  the  scene  here  described,  were 
fully  reprteJ,  it  wonid  appar  as  it  does  in  this  sentence  ; 
but  taking  tbe  account  as  it  stands,  we  feel  bound  to  say  a 
few  words,  by  way  of  expsing  the  dangerous  sophistry 
which  it  involves. 

The  doctrine,  that  all  true  believers  will  prsevere  in 
holiness  to  the  end  of  their  days,  affords  comfort  only  to 
those  who  are  determined  to  persevere,  or  who  are  conscious 
that  they  have  done  it.  To  the  trembling  self-distrusting 
saint,  in  the  time  of  trial  and  temptation,  it  utters  a  voice 
of  encouragement.  To  the  veteran  warrior,  when  be  haa 
fought  the  good  fight,  it  furnishes  animating  evidence  of 
genuine  piety,  and  fills  him  with  r  glorious  sense  of  his  de- 
pndence  on  free,  rich,  unmerited  and  sovereign  grace. 

But  to  the  man  who  has  not  praevered — who,  after  hie 
profeaeed  conversion,  has  forsaken  the  service  of  God,  and 
lived  after  the  flesh — it  spaks  only  the  language  of  terror. 
It  pints  him  forward  to  that  group  of  shame  and  confusion 
to  whom  the  Savior  will  say,  “  Depart  from  me,  all  ye  that 
work  iniquity,  I  never  knew  you  ;”  not,  I  knew  you  once  and 
ye  afterward  fell  away — but,  I  never  knew  you. 


PowRR  or  Truth  on  tub  Conscience. — Christians 
may  always  assume  that  the  enlightened  conscience  is  on 
tfie  side  of  truth.  This  consideration  should  lead  them  to 
exercise  patience,  and  to  cherish  unwavering  confidence  in 
their  attempts  to  convince  and  persuade.  The  history  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  formerly  a  Universaliat  preacher  at  Hart¬ 
ford,  now,  as  we  trust,  converted,  and  licensed  by  tbe 
Orthodox  Association  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  is  a  com¬ 
plete  illustration  of  this  truth.  The  more  aerioua  prtion 
of  Univeraalist  ministers  are  undoubtedly  dissatisfied  with 
their  position.  Often  trembling,  lest  there  should  after  all 
be  a  place  of  endless  woe ;  alarmed  to  find  no  visible  reforina- 
tiona  among  their  pople ;  conscious  that  those  who  join 
them  from  other  denominations  are  never  made  better,  but 
always  worse  ;  they  are  often  deeply  and  pinfutly  agitated 
— conscience  haa  a  stern  office  in  such  cases  to  prform,  and 
the  condition  of  that  soul,  is  pitiable  indeed,  which,  with 
these  impressions,  has  to  pass  through  her  terrible  upbraid- 
ings.  We  cannot  but  anticipte,  in  the  manifest  progress 
of  divine  truth,  that  we  shall  witness  among  them  more 
frequent  cases  of  conversion  than  we  have  hitherto  known. 
The  system  of  evangelical  truth  is  every  where  becoming 
more  readily  recognized  as  the  Bible  system,  and  is  received 
with  more  snd  mure  respect,  wherever  faithfully  preached 
These  reflections]  should  avvaken  us  to  renewed  exertions, 
and  encourage  ua  ia  ]irayer. 


Helps  to  Meditation. — Spirituality  of  mind  depnds 
much  on  the  habit  of  religious  meditation.  In  cultivating 
this  habit,  the  Christian  needs  aid  ;  and  for  this  he  must  go 
to  the  Bible,  and  the  appinted  means  of  grace,  the  ordinan¬ 
ces  of  the  church. 

Great  assistanec,  however,  may  be  derived  from  well  se¬ 
lected  volumes.  I..et  him  go  alone,  and  bolt  tbe  cares  of 
the  world  out  of  the  room  and  out  of  bis  heart.  Let  him 
take  Owen,  Baxter,  Flavel,  or  Howe,  among  trans-Atlan¬ 
tic  divines — or  better  still  Edwards,  Bellamy,  Hopkina,  Em¬ 
mons,  and  Dwight,  among  the  divines  of  New  England 
Let  him  select  some  one  of  these,  and  suffer  them  to  guide 
him  along  over  that  glorious  field  of  thought,  in  which  they 
are  so  much  at  home.  He  will  bo  able  to  meditate  the  bet¬ 
ter,  because  they  hold  up  to  him  so  distinctly  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  God — of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  moral 
beauty  and  excellency  of  heaven.  It  is  from  such  medita¬ 
tion  that  pure  and  strong  resolutions  spring.  But  he  that 
would  meditate,  must  not  make  haste — he  must  learn  to  be 
quiet,  to  be  still,  and  he  will  act  the  more  vigorously  after¬ 
wards. 

“The  Good  confess  to  God.” — It  is,  to  the  believer  a 
great  privilege,  that  he  may  confess  without  reserve  hit 
many  sins  at  the  footstool  of  his  Maker  ;  and  in  the  pes- 
enee  of  an  Almighty  Mediator.  Unable  to  sustain  the 
burden  within,  unable  to  make  the  breast  of  any  mortal  fa¬ 
miliar  with  all  the  secrets  of  his  own,  he  goes  to  one  who  ia 
already  familiar — to  one  who  is  even  more  accurately  ac- 
{iiainted  than  he  can  be  himself. 

In  this  lowly  attitude  of  repntance ;  realizing  tbe  glori' 
OUB  holiness  of  God  ;  disgusted  with  all  his  own  vilenesa  ; 
and  stript  of  all  reliance  on  his  own  merits  or  strength,  he 
confesses  that  he  justifies  tbe  divine  displeasure,  in  the  low¬ 
liest  adoration  ;  that  he  may  obtain  assistance  in  further 
searching  himself ;  and  grace  lo  uproot  and  reeiat  hereafter 
those  sins  which  are  now  his  constant  afllictiou. 

The  closet — the  lone  confessional,  when  none  but  God 
can  hear,  ia  far  too  much  neglected. 

Were  it  improved,  as  it  might  be,  the  influence  of  its 
thrilling  emotions  on  the  character  would  be  more  striking¬ 
ly  developd.  Such  kind  of  confessions  aa  that  described 
above,  will  lead  to  forsaking,  and  who  so  confeaseth  and 
forsaketh  will  find  mercy.

And  the  right  and  the  duty  to  assert  an  independent  elec¬ 
tion,  for  ourselves  and  our  families,  im  the  matter  of  the  pas¬ 
tor,  whose  ministry  we  are  to  attend  and  honor,  we  consider 
at  once  paramount  and  indiapnsable.  There  can  be  scarce¬ 
ly  any  dearer  or  more  valuable  right.  He  who  would  dis¬ 
parage,  deserves  to  forfeit  it  too.  And  an  insenaibility,  or 
a  spirit  of  servile  indifference,  or  a  tame  acquieaence,  in  so 
grand  a  matter,  we  deem  to  be  a  deep  degradation  to  any 
people.  This  would  be  so,  no  matter  who  is  ptroh; 
whether  lord  or  commoner,  laic  or  clergyman,  gentleman 
or  lady,  a  peasant  of  the  Highlands  or  the  moderator  of  the 
Qeuersl  AMembiy.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  thing  that  we 
cannot  endure.  No  intrusion,  we  say  ;  Or— let  the  Popb 
intrude,  wboAe  vocation,  function,  and  u'nbttan,  it  more  ful¬ 
ly  teema  !  And  4rheh  this  ia  admitted,  let  all  kindred  mis¬ 
chiefs  and  miseries  swell  the  horrid  sequence;  pluralism, 
simony,  non-residence,  proxyship,  and  sacrilege  ! 

Here  then  ere  our  aentiments,  our  principles;  and  these 
are  the  rcaaona  of  our  decisive  peference  of  one  side,  and 
not  of  the  other,  in  the  Scotch  controversy.  But  we  quote 
from  our  honored  correepndent  ;  not  the  leaa  excellent,  or 
authentic,  or  clerically  distinguished,  because  here  anony¬ 
mous. 

“  Perhaps  the  echo  of  our  commotion  has  reached 
Brooklrn  :  and  you  know  how  much  our  whole  church  is  in¬ 
debted  to  a  remote  parish  in  the  Highlands,  marnock,  for 
resisting  the  act  of  forcing  on  their  confidence  a  pastor 
who  did  not  edify  them  when  he  was  there  three  years,  as 
an  assistant  to  their  aged  minister.  They  then  petitioned 
for  bis  removal  and  he  waa  removed.  [His  name  ia  Ed¬ 
wards.]  Yet  thirteen  months  after,  when  tbe  aged  m«p 
died,  the  trustees  of  Lord  Fyfe,  (for  his  Lordahip,  the  pa. 
Iron,  ia  yet  a  minor,)  resolved  to  intrude  the  man  upon  tliem  ; 
and  aeven  members  of  tbe  Presbytery  of  Strathbogie,  in 
which  MARNOCK  is  situated,  resolved  to  ordain  this  miserable 
presentee,  who  waa  meanly  willing  to  be  forced  on  a  re¬ 
claiming  parish.  His  call  was  signed  by  one  heritor,  non¬ 
resident,  and  the  inn-keeper  at  whose  house  the  Presbytery 
dines  when  it  meets  in  that  place.  As  these  seven  ‘  mod 
erate  men  ’  were  the  majority,  they  would,  in  their  zeal  to 
protect  the  State  from  the  rebellion  of  the  Church,  have 
ordained  the  man  forthwith.  To  prevent  this,  the  Commii- 
sion  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  December  last,  suspended 
them  from  clerical  functions  ;  and  sent  in  their  stead  pas¬ 
tors  who  preached  lively  doctrinea  to  poor  benighted  Strath¬ 
bogie.  And  lo !  tbe  Lord  has  wrought  wondrously.  He 
has  owneil  those,  who  own  his  Supreme  Headship !  The 
poor  people  are  awakened.  They  are  coming  in  flocks,  and 
with  tears,  to  ask.  What  shall  I  do  to  be  saved  1  hearing  at 


ly  sloth.  But  tbe  Spirit  of  God  has  recently  and  graciously 
awakened  her ;  and  now  tho  galling  yoke  of  petrontge  be 
comes  intolerable.  Wise  men  are  thankful  for  the  occurs 
rence  of  extreme  cases,  so  as  to  bring  matters  to  a  point. — 
And  in  the  midst  of  the  warfare,  our  hearts  ewcll  with  grate¬ 
ful  love,  to  see  the  Lord  gathering  in  his  own  elect  from  all 
tbe  parts  snd  ends  and  obscoritise  of  the  lend.  Revivals  of 
religion  are  no  rarities  now  !  I  could  name  a  dozen,  with 
abiding  and  consistent  frait.  Some,  where  peisecntion  hse 
orevsiled,  snd  only  confirmed  the  faith  ef  its  subjects.— 
Some,  in  epite  of  the  pastors  themselves  being  but  indis* 
linctly  enlightened. 

“  But  none  there  is  that  goes  right  to  our  hearts  like  the 
awakeaing  in  the  neighborhoods  of  Strathbogie.  That  re¬ 
gion,  under  the  influence  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Gordon,  was 
among  tbe  last  to  embrace  the  reformation  at  all.  And 
when  it  did,  it  was  done  equivocally,  under  an  Erastian  api 
rit.  And  many  slept  only  from  Popery  to  a  congenial  oold 
high-church  Episcopalisnism.  It  has  struck  me  with  myste¬ 
rious  wonder  to  consider  that  the  laet  Dake  of  Gordoa,  waa 
said  credibly  to  die  a  Christian ;  that  bit  noble  widow,  is, 

(  know,  a  lively  one ;  and  that,  throngh  her  influence,  good 
men  have  been  sent  to  a  few  of  the  parishes.  Besides,  her 
<>wti  chaplains  and  herself  have  been  at  work  ;  and  her  ra 
P^Tt  to  the  address  of  condolence  of  tbe  aride  Clan-Gordon 
on  her  haaband’s  death,  which  reply  was  printed  and  die- 
peraed,  conuined  a  living  epitome  of  the  faith  by  which  the 
tanda.  She  bos  been  praying,  and  ao  have  her  people,  for 
poor  Strathbogie.  How  unexpected  is  this  to  Uis  !  How  ail 
iinplanned  by  man,  tbe  means  by  which  the  light  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  has  been  made  to  bl,**  »mid  the  darkness  !  Ah  !  ray 
dear  brother,  the  day  wiU  reveal  and  declare  much  of  what 
prevailing  prayer  has  done  for  tho  world ;  at  which  at  pre¬ 
sent  we  do  not  so  much  as  gueaa.” 

On  all  this,  speaking  for  ittelf,  I  may  remark— 

1.  That  its  statements  are  in  thehigeit  degree  authentic, 
competent,  and  derived  from  the  beet  eooreee  of  informa¬ 
tion. 

2.  That  American  Chriatians  will,  we  trust,  continue  to 
take  increasing  interest  in  the  matter ;  and  to  halp  them 
with  their  prayers — remembering  the  encouregemeota  re¬ 
counted  in  the  concluding  eenteaces,  above !  There  ia 
salt,  aa  well  aa  light,  in  dear  old  Caledonia.  And  There  will 
be  more  and  more  of  both  there  1  Well  may  wa  love  that 
land  o’  cakes,  and  scholars,  and  Christians ;  of  Knox  and 
Protestant  divinity,  of  Presbytery  and  freedom,  and  now  of 
spirituality  more  pure,  and  of  revivals  more  genuinej  and 
frequent,  and  prevailing. 

3.  'VVe  can  scarcely  imagine  how,  in  all  their  learned  fray 
and  controversy,  with  Church  and  State,  vetoe  and  inter¬ 
dicts,  commission  and  secession,  America  becomes  a  mighty 
argument  between  the  combatants  ;  and  ia  perpetually  cited, 
advocated  and  traduced,  loved  and  feared,  panegyrized,  and 
misrepresented,  alternately,  by  the  opposing  sides.  “  Ye 
have  no  establishment  in  America,”  said  one  reverend  fa¬ 
ther,  publicly  to  myself,  when  in  Edinburgh,  seven  years 
since ;  adding  memorably,  “  and  wa  are  all  speculating 
about  you  here,  with  good  or  ill  will.  Some  think  ye  are 
ail  going  to  heaven,  because  your  church  ia  free  from  Cwaar 
and  bia  contaminating  patronage  ;  others,  that  ye  are  all  go¬ 
ing  faat  in  the  contrary  direction,  for  the  tame  reason.  And 
here  are  three  hundred  dissenting  clergymen,  and  fifty  picked 
gentlemen  of  the  laity,  waiting  to  bear  from  yourself,  at 
this  meeiing  in  Waterloo  Hall,  juet  what  are  the  facte  of  the 
case.  So  speak  freely  end  truly,  and  tell  ue  the  matter  as 
ye  kee  End  Is  it  II.” 

I  replied  as  beat  I  could,  and  the  facts  were  received  with 
approbation  not  only,  but  with  astounding  applause.  Alas ! 
that  our  miserable  schism,  should  have  sunk  us  so  soon  snd 
so  low,  ill  tho  eyes  of  the  universe  ;  to  the  great  comfort 
and  advantage  of  our  common  enemies !  Let  them  anewet 
that  did  it,  ao  criminally,  under  the  alarming  neceaeity,  that 
otherwise,  their  own  important  eelvee  must  thereafter  havh 
been  actually — in  the  thinotity  1

The  distinguished  Dr.  Dupcan,  the  moderator  of  the 
laat  General  Assembly,  1839,  was  applied  to,  to  be  one  of 
the  seven,  who  should  first  brave  this  second  inteidict,  and 
preach  in  one  of  the  aeven  pariehes.  He  was  at  the  time> 
however,  absent  from  home,  on  ecclesiastical  business,  when 
the  request  came,  and  he  could  not  reach  the  ground  (far 
north)  befere  the  Sabbath.  So  be  seems  to  have  foregone 
that  honor  ;  for  the  heart  of  the  good  Doctor  ia  with  us.— 
He  seemed  to  grudge  it  that  others  might  be  imprisoned  in 
the  canae,  and  he  abut  out  from  the  privilege.  However, 
the  outcry  of  the  country  haa  been  so  loud,  that  the  eeeular 
arm  ia  drawn  back.  They  had  a  majority  on  the  side  of  the 
Headship  of  our  glorions  kiqg,  last  week,  in  the  commis- 
■ion,  of  117  to  11.

ANT1-SI.ATEBT  CONTENTION  IN  X.ONDON. 

Between  400  and  500  delegates,  from  Great  Britain, 
France,  United  States,  West  India  and  Canada,  aasembled, 
at  Freemason’s  Hall,  June  13th,  and  continued  their  meet¬ 
ings  until  the  33d.  On  the  34th  a  graat  meeting  waa 
held  at  Exeter  Hall,  tbe  Duke  or  Susaax  ')»esiding.  tjp- 
werds  of  seventy  solid  Coltimlis  of  I* EE  PAtEibr,  for  success¬ 
ive  days,  are  devoted  to  the  entire  proceedings.  They  are 
alio  published  at  length  in  The  Son,  and  other  newspapers  in 
different  parts  of  tbe  Kingdom.  Notwithstanding  public 
attention  was  so  inuch  engroMod  by  the  attempt  to  assassl. 
nate  the  Queen  which  took  place  two  daya  before  the  assem 
bling  of  the  convention,  ita  deliberations  awakened  deep 
interest  in  London,  snd  the  results  produced  a  powerful  im¬ 
pression.  The  aged  and  venerable  Thomas  Claeeson 
officiated  aa  president  of  the  convention.  An  effort  was 
made  to  procure  the  recognition  of  female  delegates,  but  it 
was  ineffectual.  On  the  arrival  of  W.  L.  Garrison,  aix  days 
after  the  commencement,  some  indications  were  made  of  e 
renewal  of  the  application,  bat  it  did  not  aneceed.  Gani- 
Bon,  and  two  others,  therefbiH  declined  taking  Bieir  seata  in 
the  convention.  Mr.  Buxton,  Dr.  Lnsbington,  Rev.  Dr. 
Cox,  Rev.  John  Angell  James,  Joseph  Sturge,  Rev.  Dr. 
Morrison,  Mr.  O’Connell,  Dr.  Bowring,  Dr.  Madden, Cfeorge 
Thompson,  and  William  Allen,  of  Greet  Britain  ;  and  James 
G.  Birney,  Esq ,  Wendell  Philips,  Esq.,  H.  B.  Stanton, 
Esq.,  Rev.  Messrs.  Colver  and  Gslushe,  and  Georgs  Brad- 
burn,  Esq  ,  of  the  United  States,  took  a  leading  part  in  the 
discussions,  which  were  conducted  widi  great  harmony  and 
unanimity.  We  have  room,  this  week,  only  to  give  a  aketoh 
of  part  of  the  interesting  proceedings. 

On  taking  the  chair,  the  venerable  chairman  rose  snd 
said :  My  dear  friends,  I  stand  before  you  as  a  bumble  indi¬ 
vidual,  whose  life  has  been  most  intimately  connected  with 
the  subject  which  you  are  met  this  day  to  consider.  I  was 
formerly,  under  Providence,  the  originator,  and  am  now 
unhappily  tbe  only  surviving  memtor  of  the  committee 
which  was  first  instituAed  in  this  country,  in  tbe  year  1787, 
for  the  abolition  of  tho  slave  trade.  My  dear  friend  ar.d 
fellow  laborer,  Mr.  Wilberforce,  who  was  one  of  them,  is,  aa 
you  know,  dead ;  and  here  I  may  say  of  him,  that  there 
never  was  a  man  either  dead  or  living  to  whom  your  causa 
waa  more  indebted  than  to  him.  Norwich,  Who  wasEnmher 
of  them,  is  dead  also,  by  whose  indefatigable  exertions  for 
nearly  fifty  years,  both  in  and  ont  of  Parliament,  it  waa  most 
rigorously  supported.  As  to  tbe  rest  of  tbe  eemmiUee, 
Samuel  Hoare,  William  Dilwyn,  Gemge  HarriaeoH,  Rich¬ 
ard  Philips,  and  the  other  dear  friends,  whose  names  I  am 
sorry  that  I  cannot  at  thia  moment  recollect,  these  also  ars 
dead,  and  gone,  no  donbt,  to  their  eternal  rest.  My  dear 
friends,  I  waa  mvitad  many  months  ago  to  be  ah  thia  maet- 
ing,  but  old  age  and  infirmities,  being  lame  and  nearly  blind, 
and  besides  being  otherwise  eerioosly  effected  at  times,  gave 
me  no  hopo  of  attending.  At  length  I  have  keen  permitted 
to  come  among  yon  ;  and  t  rejoice  ia  it,  if  I  were  only 
allowed  to  say  in  this  place,  in  reference  to  yonr  fnture  la¬ 
bors,  take  courage,  bo  not  dismsysd,  go  on,  persevere  to  the 
last ;  you  will  always  have  pleasure  from  the  thought  of 
having  done  so.  I  myself  can  say  srith  truth,  that  though 
my  body  ia  faat  going  to  decay,  my  heart  beats  aa  wwHuy 
in  this  sacred  cause,  now  in  the  eighty-first  year  of  my  age, 
as  it  did  at  the  age  pt  twenty-firar,  when  I  firat  took  it  up. 
And  I  can  say  farther  with  troth,  that  if  I  had  another  life 
given  me  to  live,  I  wonid  devote  it  to  tho  enM  object-  So 
nr  for  your  eneoaiagemeat  end  peraeveraoee.  My.dsM 
friends,  you  have  a  most  difficult  task  to  perform ;  it  ia  aoi- 
iber  more  nor  less  than  tlio  extirpalion  of  slavery  from  the 

whole  world.  Your  opponents  who  appear  the  most  formi 

dable,  are  the  cotton  and  other  plantora  Hi  the  southern 
paru  of  the  United  Sutoa,  who,  I  am  grieved  to  say,  hold 
more  than  two  millions  of  their  fellow  creatures  in  Iks 
most  eruel  bondage.  Now  we  know  of  there  men,  that 
they  are  living  in  the  daily  habits  of  injMtioe,  cruelty, 
and  oppression,  and  may  be  therefore  said  to  havo  no  true 
fear  of  God,  nor  any  juet  seore  of  religion.  You  cannot, 
therefore,  expect  to  have  tbe  same  bold  upon  tho  eonacieo- 
CM  of  there  re  you  have  epon  the  canecieBces  of  ethers. — 
How  then  can  you  got  et  there  so  w  to  infloenee  their  con¬ 
duct.  There  ie  hot  one  way;  yon  mast  andsaverto  make 
them  feel  their  guilt  in  its  consoqueness.  You  must  tndea- 
vor  by  all  the  justifiable  moene  to  effoet  their  temporal  into- 
rests.  Tou  must  endeavor,  aHwog  ether  thiDga,  to  have  tha 
produce  of  fru  tromcal  labor  brought  into  tho  asnikote  of 
Europe,  and  undaraM  tkaai  thare,  and  if  you  can  do  this, 
your  victory  is  sure.  1  havo  only  now  to  say,  may  tho 
Supreme  Ruler  of  all  buHum  evenfsi  at  ufoore  diapoaal  aro 
not  only  tho  haariahut  tho  intellecta  of  men,  vmj  He,  in  bis 
abundant  mercy,  guide  year  councils,  amj  givo  hie  bletaing
